great poppy fields, cultivated for opium, 
which formed a remarkable feature in the 


landscape They were scarlet in color, 
mingled occasionally with pink.

‘The effect of either is very 
fine when the eye measures the singular dis- 
play by miles in extent, the rich, glutinous 
flowers nodding gracefully in the gentle 
breeze. We were told that from six to seven 
hundred thousand acres of land, mostly in the 
valley of the Ganges, were devoted to the 
poppy culture. A large share of these opium 
farms, as they may be called, belong to the 
English Government, and are cultivated by 


| their agents. Those which are conducted on 


private account are very heavily taxed, and 
are carried on in the interest of the Parsee 
merchants of Bombay, who control a large 
share of the opium trade, handling not only 
their own product, but also that of the Gov- 
ernment.—Ballou's ‘*Due West.” 


MakinG Campuor IN Jaran—Camphor is 
made in Japan in this way: After a tree is 
felled to the earth it is cut up into chips, 
which are laid in atub ona large iron pot, 


partially filled with water, and placed over a 


slow fire. Through holes in ae bottom of 
the tub, steam slowly rises, and heating the 
chips, generates oil and ¢ amphor. Of course 


| the tub with the chips has a closely-fitting cov- 


er. From this cover a bamboo pipe le ads to 
a succession of other tubs with bamboo con- 
nections, and the last of these tubs is divided 
into two compartments, one above the other, 
the dividing floor being perforated with 
small holes, to allow the water and oil to pass 
into the lower compartment. The upper com- 
partment is supplied with a straw layer which 
catches and holds the camphor in crystals, in 
deposit, as it passes into the cooling process. 
The camphor is then separated from the 
straw, and placed in wooden tubs, and is 


ready for the market. The oil is used by the | 


natives for illuminating, and other purposes.
